made an attack this morning on the 
left bank of the Meuse, between Acv- 
tourt Wood and Dead Man Hill. The 
War Office announces the capture 
of Hill 304, Camard Wood and the 
fortified works between Haucourt 
Wood and Bethincourt. The French 


gained more than their objectives, 
advancing to an average depth of 
two kilometers (1% miles). 


German Official. 

BERLIN, via London, Aug. 24.— 
The evacuation by the Germans of 
Hill 304, the famous stronghold on 
the Verdun front, is announced by 
the War Office. It is said a weak 
garrison was left there. 

The general staff reports that the 
British lost 21 tanks during futile 
fighting on Wednesday, Some of the 
occupants of thg tanks were inade 
prisoner. 

On the British front, the state:ent 
says, the Germans today wrested 
from their opponents the gains re- 
cently made by them south of the 
Ypres-Menin road. 


Bavaria, advancing toward us- 
sian city of Riga, have reached the 
River Aa at some places on thé 
Gulf of Riga coast, the German gen- 
eral staff announced today. . This 
would place the Germans approxi- 
mately 11 miles from Riga. 


British Official. 


LONDON. Aug. 24.—Heavy fight- 
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ing was kept up through the night 


south of Lens, the War Office an- 
nounces. The British now hold Ger- 
man trenches immediately northwest 
of the bitterly disputed Green Gras- 
sier. 

The official statement issued last 
night said: : 

“Heavy local fighting has taken 
Place all day for the possession of 
an important enemy stronghold im- 
Mediately south of Lens, known as 
the Green Grassier. Our trvops 
gained a foviing on the Spoil heap 
early this morning and have sincs 
beaten. off several counter-attacks, 
in which the enemy suffered heavy 
losses both from our artillery and 
in hand-to-hand fighting. Posses-~- 
sion of the position is still being 
fiercely disputed. 

“A hostile attack upon one of the 
fortified farnis captured by us yes- 
terday north of the Ypres-Roulers 
railway was repulsed by our machine 
gun fire. | 

“We have cdvanced slightly to the 
northeast of Langemarck. 

“During the last week the fighting 
in the air has been incessant and 
more severe than at any other simi- 
lar period since the beginning of the 
War. Yesterduy the activity of the 
enemy’s aircraft was less marked 
and his pilots appeared disinclined 
to engage when close up to the lines.

‘Joseph P. Quinn, 68 years old, for- 
merly a rug buyer for the Famous 
& Barr Co., who disappeared last 
September and who was supposed 


to have been drowned in the Wis- 
consin River, returned to St. Louis 
Monday and appeared, following a 
telephone message of notification, at 
the home of his wife and his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Ray F. McNally, 4437 Mc- 
Pherson avenue. Mrs. McNally is 
the wife of a vice president of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co. ' 

He told them a remarkable story 
of a sudden lapse of memory, which 
came while he was fishing near Kil- 
bourn, Wis., and said that in the in- 
tervéning time, nearly 11 months, he 
remembered nothing definitely. Last 
Saturday, on a Chicago street which 
had previous!y been familiar to him, 
he recovered a realization of his sur- 
roundings. 

Now Under Treatment. 


ne had $19, and with this he came 
to St. Louis, arriving Monday morn- 
ing. He went Tuesday night to Little 
Rock, Ark., where he is now at the 
home of his sister, Miss Lizzie Quinn, 
and is in a physician’s care. 

A Little Rock dispatch to the Post- 
Dispatch today told of the return of 
Quinn and ‘the story which this dic- 
patch told was verified, in most of 
its details by his wife here. 

The dispatch said that Quinn’s life 
insurance, to the amount of $15,000, 
in three companies, was paid after 
his disappearance, and that McNally, 
his son-in-law, had returned this 
money to the companies. Mrs. Quinn 
said the nioney had not actually bec 
paid, but that arrangements had 
been made to pay it to the family, 
and that McNally had notified the 
companies of the missing man’s re-

McNally returns from a vacation 
trip to Michigan, where he went at 
the same time that Quinn went to 
Arkansas. 

Mr. and Mrs. Quinn and Mr. and 
Mrs. McNally formerly lived at 5671 
Cates avenue, and it was there that 
Quinn first went on‘his return to St. 
Louis. 

Found Former Home Closed. 

“He found the house closed and 
grass growing in the yard,” said Mrs. 
Quinn today, in describing her hus- 
band’s return. “He began to won- 
der what had happened to me. Then 
he went to a store and looked for 
Mr. McNally’s name in the telephone 
book. He called up the house and 
told my daughter that he was back, 
and soon afterward he was at the 
house. 

“His memory was perefctly clear 
as to all that occurred before he 
went to Kilbourn, and as to what 
had occurred since he came to him- 
self in Chicago. For the time that 
he has been missing, he remembers 
nothing, and we have not tried to 
recall it to him. We are happy to 
have him back, and we wish him to 
get a complete rest.” 

Quinn was connected with the Fa- 
mous & Barr Co. 12 years, resigning 
jhis place there in February, 1916. He 
formerly lixed in Little Rock, where 
he owned a large dry goods store. 

Tells of Expcrience. 

At Little Rock, the dispatch said, 
Quinn told of his experience up to 
the time of his lapse »f memory. 

He said he had been spending the 

summer on a small Jake in Wiscon- 
sin, and went to Kilbourn to take a 
train for home, but decided to stop 
and try the fishing there for a day. 
He started down the Wisconsin River 
in a boat and, becoming ill, rowed tv 
shore. He fell into .shallow water 
near the bank and lay there for a 
time, then recovered consciousness. 
His boat had floated away, he said, 
and he tried to walk through the 
woods. He said he remembered’ 
nothing definitely after that. He be- 
lieves he was ill somewhere, and wa3 
nursed with great kindness. 
Quinn said he had about $85 and 
a ring which he valued at $300 when 
he left Kilbourn. He thinks he must 
have sold the ring.

CONCERNING PEACE 


Believed Airy Statement Would 
Come at Time He Replies to 
Pope Benedict’s Proposals. 


QUESTION OF RESTORATION 


Pontiff Said to Favor Indemnity 
for Purpose in Belgium and 
North France. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Presi- 
dent Wilson may decide to address 
Congress on peace at the same time 
he makes reply to Pope Benedict’s 
proposals. In that way he would 
take the national legislative body 


into his confidence and also enable 
members of Congress to carry the 
Government’s views home to the 
people when Congress adjourns. 

It is understood that the Presi- 
dent will have before him soon the 
substance of replies Great Britain 
and France will make to the Pope. 
From Viscount Ishii, head of the 
Japanese mission, the President will 
get an intimate understanding of 
Japan’s purposes and, also ta is un- 
derstood, a very close assessment of 
the situation in Russia. 

No one has been authorized to say 
what reply President Wilson will 
make to the Pope’s proposal, fur- 
ther than that it will be in harmony 
with the responses of the other al- 
lies. It seems to be generally accept- 
ed in official and diplomatic circles 
that-the Pope’s proposal cannot be 
accepted. Indeed, there have been 
indications from the Vatican that 
Pope Benedict did not expect it 
would be, but addressed the belliger- 
ents with the purpose of building 
the groundwork for later discussion. 

The unofficial forecast of what the 
President will say, if he speaks is 
that Pope Benedict’s proposal con- 
tains nothing on which to proceed 
and that a discussion of peace terms 
can best be approached by Germany 
stating hers as the allies have done.

Papal Secretary Quoted as Saying

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—A dis- 
patch from Rome today purporting 
to give an amplification by the papal 
secretary of state of Pope Benedict's 
peace proposal was read with a great 
deal of interest by administration 
officials. ° 

The copyrighted dispatch, as pub- 
lished by the United Press, said the 
papal secretary of state had author- 
ized a statement to the effect that 
the first two points in the Pope's 
appeal, dealing with disarmament 
and freedom of the seas, were sug- 
gested by President Wilson’s mes- 
sage to the Senate and it was be- 
lieved they would find the same re- 
ception fro mthe people as was 
givea to the President’s speech. 

The proposal for the mutual con- 
donation of war expenses and dam- 
ages and mutual restitution of occtu- 
pied territories were said to have 

een formulated from recent speech- 

es of statesmen of the belligernt 
nations and from rsolutions passed 
by their respective Parliaments. 

The statement also deciarcs thero 
is an exception applying particula:: 
ly to Belgium as to condonation of 
damages caused by the war. The 
Pope is said to desire that specia! 
territorial quesiions shali be exam- 
ined in a conciliatory spirit, with 
just aspirations of the people taken 
into consideration, so far - possi- 
ble. 

The Holy See also wishes to em- 
phasize the fact, it is stated, that 
the proposal was not inspired for 
the particular advantage of any war 
ring nation and was not suggested 
by any of the belligerents. 

It is declared that the Holy Fa- 
ther said nothing about democracy 
and the democratization of any ex- 
isting Government because “history 
teaches us that a form of govern- 
ment imposed by arms does not and 
cannot live and also out of respect 
for the free will of the peonle them- 
selves who, having the right of un:- 
versal suffrage. may choose what- 
ever form of government they

Officers Quiet White Mob.

Capt. Snow declared he had at- 
tempted to control the men when he 
saw what was about to happen. But 
they’ were beyond control and some 
160 of them started to shoot pro- 
miscuously in the camp and soon 
scattered in every direction 

An'attempt was made to mob Capt. 
Snow, ‘he declared, and he had a 
narrow escape. r 

Capt. Snow said he noticed the 
troops. were wrought up over the 
treatment fro the police. A 
little. later 
that the negroes had entered the 
ammunition stores and armed them- 
selves. Commanding officers rushed 
to the scene and made an effort to 
stop the riot. 

The police officers who were killed 
were among the first to reach the 
rieting negroes. One, Rufe Daniels. 
helped yesterday afternoon to make 
the arrests which led directly to the 
riot... . 

At the police station probably a 
thousand men, many of them armed, 
gathered, and there was a seething 
mass which circulated wild rumors 
and, offered their services to the 
Chief of Police and his Lieutenants. 
This. crowd stayed around most of 
the evening, though there was a 
gradual thinning out, and at mid- 
night there were only a score. 

The police did what they could, 
but they were overwhelmed. 

Those who saw the force of ne- 
groes as they went through the West 
End district estimated that at least 
150 negroes were in the crowd. They 
were not marching in order but were 
keeping close to the fences. They 
were shouting defiance and talking 
loudly. 

Earl Finley, with Fred Schofield, 
was drarged from an automobile. 
ki¢ked. to the ground and thrown 
into a ditch.

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Rioters Shoot, Hack - and 
Bayonet Captain to Death 


Cruelty Marks Killings By Negro Soldiers; 
Rescuers and Other White Persons 
Shot on Sight 


HOUSTON, Tex., Aug. 24.—The 
killing of Capt. Joseph W. Mattes, 
Second Illinois Field Artillery, was 
accompanied by extreme cruelty on 
the part of his slayers, according 
to early reports. 

Wounded by a rifle bullet, Capt. 
Mattes was surrounded by the mutin- 
ous soldiers, riddled with buckshot 
and his body hacked and stabbed in 
many places with bayonets. 

Shots, fired evidently at close 
range, tore great sections of his skull 
to bits and the body when discov- 
ered, was almost unrecognizable. 

Rescuer Shot Three Times. 

W. A. Wise, while trying to save 
a wounded man, was shot three times 
in the left arm and once in the back. 
Telling of the shooting, Wise said: 

‘“T heard shooting and at Brunner 
avenue a man whose name I never 
learned, fell, apparently dving, in 
the street. I called on an automo- 
bile driver and others for help. 
While we were trying to olace the 
dying man in the car bullets spat- 
tered all about us. and the men who 
were helping me fled. I could do 
nething more and soon became weak 
from loss of blood.” 

“We have been laying here like 
dogs—not knowing what to ao,” 
said Ed Fuchs, brother of Alma 
Reichert, a 15-year-old girl. who 
was among the first shot. For al- 
most two hours after the girl had 
been shot, Fuehs, his wife anc chil- 
dren had huddled in the corner of 
the store. 

“The store was closed,” Fuchs 
said, ‘when the negro soldiers 
passed and we were frightened when 
the shooting began. Alma had run 
in from the sidewalk. She was shot 
in the stomach and the bullet came 
through a double wall.’’ 

One of Brutal Incidents. 

At the home of Mrs. Mary Wink- 
ler, 4910 Lillian street, was enacted 
one of the most brutal incidents of 
the night. When the mutinous sol- 
diers passed, a son, Fred Winkler, 
20 years old, and William J. Drucks, 
stepped to the front porch to see 
what provoked the loud talking. 
Fred Winkler flashed on the porch 
light and William Drucks got as far 
as the steps when a bullet penetrat- 
ed to the heart of Winkler and the 
right arm of Drucks was shattered 
at the wrist and above the elbow. 

For hours the Winkler family re- 
mained in darkness, while Drucks 
lay upon the bed bleeding and the 
body of voung Winkler remained on 
the porch. 

Officers Daniels and Rainey were 
killed and Moody, Wilson and Pat- 
ton were wounded a considerable 
time after the outbreak started. 

Patton and Long were mounted 
and Moody, Carson, Carter, the driv- 
er and I were in an automobile 
slightly behind them,” said Desk Ser- 
geant Wilson. ‘At the corner of San 


| Felipe and Wilson, we suddenly met 


them—there must have been at least 
50 of them. They opened fire with- 
cut warning and Patton was shot 
through the arm and Long’s horse 
was killed. The officers threw them- 
selves to the ground and opened fire. 
Then thé negroes dodged around the 
corner and when Rufe Daniels went 


around the corner they opened fire 
on him. 
Police and Negroes Fight. 

“He killed one negro, but they shot 
him several times as he lay on the 
ground. He took to cover and re- 
turned the fire. Moody’s leg was 
broken. Patton was shot through 
the leg and I got a olignt wound in 
the leg.’’ 

Was Target for Negro Riotcrs. 

C. -W. Hahl was shot at repeated- 
ly as he lay prone with a wounded 
policeman at his side. The officer 
was shot a second time, but Hahl 
was only “burned” by a bullec 
across his back. He told this story 

“IT saw one policeman drop and a 
mounted. officer’s horse fall. Be- 
ing unarmed, I got behind t-‘e ca” 
and then dodged to the shadow of 
a building on the corner. There 
was a policeman already there, shot 
in his gun arm and disabled. 

“The negroes shot down every 
White man in sight ‘Then they 
came on up the street toward us. 
They were walking and shooting 
coolly and with deliberation, halt- 
ing to take aim. 


“We flattened ourselves on the 
ground next to the building in the 
Shadow. When they spied us they 
halted. I heard the bolts of their 
rifles click back and decided that 
we were both dead men. 

“They must have fired 100 shots at 
us. One bullet just grazed my back, 
burning me painfully. They went 
on, leaving us for dead. 

Army Officer Shot Down. 

“When they had gone on we found 
a stalled car on the sidewalk. In it 
were two dead men, an army officer 
and a policeman.” 

J. Addington of Batson, an oil 
worker, an eyewitness to the shoot- 
ing and bayonetting of white men 
in the negro districts, said: 

“I saw two mounted policemen 
ride up, not aware of any danger. I 
tried to signal them. The soldiers 
fired a volley, dropping both officers. 
Some of the soldiers then came up to 
the bodies of the two officers and 
said: 

“*There is the white trash we got.’ 

“They came up to me and thought 
I was dead. One of them stepped on 
my back, then they started in the 
direction of town. They had only 
gone a short distance when an auto- 
mobile containing an army officer 
came in sight. The car was going 
fast. I heard some of the negroes 
say: ‘Here come some more police, 
let’s get 'em,’ and the two men in 
the automobile were killed. Some 
of the soldiers walked up to the bod- 
les, kicked them and stuck their bay- 
onets into. them several times. All 
the négroes seemed to have their 
bayonets fixed. Then I saw them 
shoot two citizens. They then moved 
off in another direction. 

“While all this shooting was go- 
ing on I saw some of the negroes 
who live around there come out of 
their homes. Some were armed. 
Some of them clapped their hands 
and praised the soldiers. Then the 
white soldiers came in sight and the 


negroes ran for cover, wherever they 


could find it.”’

Secretary Informs Senator That 


Black Soldiers in Mutiny 
Will Be Withdrawn. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Senat ur 
Sheppard of Texas, after a confer- 


ence with Secretary Baker, today 
announced that the negro troops 
concerned in the rioting at Houston 
would be withdrawn from Texas im- 
mediately. 

Later Secretary Baker, after read- 
ing first official reports, announced 
that he could take no action of any 
kind until the affair had been in- 
vestigated fully. 

Secretary Baker also said that the 
Ifouston affair did not affect the pol- 
icy of training negro troops in the 
South. 

It is within the jurisdiction of the 
commander of the Southern Depart- 
ment to move the troops to any other 
point in his territory without orders 
from Washington. 

Renorts from Major-General Park- 
er, commanding the Southern Di- 
vision, said the situation was under 
control, and that no further rioting 
was feared. 

Senator Sheppard said he would 
ask that no negro troops, except 
those of Texas origin, be sent into 
Texas for training. 

The affair is regarded as most se- 
rious, particularly in view of the fact 
that the negro troops concerned are 
regulars and not national guardsmen, 
or drafted troops, new to regular 
army discipline. 


The similarity of the occurrence 
to the celeorated Brownsville riot- 
ing, as the :esult of which President 
Roosevelt summarily dismissed two 
battalions of negro troops, igs 
marked, and officials indicate that 
the affair will be investigated just 
as thorougaly and dealt with as vig- 
orously as its nature demands.

Amendments Proposed by La 
Follette and Hollis Are 
Passed Over Temporarily. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—The 
battle over conscription of wealth to 
pay for the war continued in the 
Senate, with the leaders hopeful of 
disposing of the war tax bills’ income 
tax section before night. Once, in- 
comes have been disposed of the way 


will have been cleared to begin the 
fight over war profits, which prora- 
ises to be even more spectacular than 
the present one. 

Today's chief contest was expected 
to come over Senator La Follette’s 
substitutes for the income tax sched- 
ules, proposing to levy about $600,- 
000,000 and $505,000,000, respective- 
iy, and Senator Hollis’ substitute de- 
signed to raise about $550,000,000. 

The La Follette and Hollis amend- 
ments to the income tax section were 
passed over for the moment when 
debate began today, and the Senate 
took up consideration of the admin- 
istrative provisions of the section. 

Senator Norris. announced he 
would oppose reducing minimum in- 
comes subject to tax to $2000 for 
married men and $1000 for unmar- 
ried men. An amendment to provide 
a minimum of $3000 and $2000, re- 
spectively, has been introduced by 
Senator Trammel. 

The Senate tentatively adopted 
committee amendments creating ad- 
ditional tax on corporate ingomes 
from 2 to 4 per cent. 

Another revision tentatively ap- 
proved without objection was the 
elimination of the ‘House provision 
for the retroactive tax of one- -third 
on 1916 incomes. 

The first La Folletie substitute, 
which proposed new income surtaxes 
ranging from 1 per cent on incomes 
between $5000 and $7500 to 60 per 
cent on those over $1,000,000, was 
defeated yesterday by a vote of 58 to 
21. Those voting for it were Demo- 
crats—Gore, Hardwick, Hollis, Hust- 
ing, Kirby; McKellar, Owen, Reed, 
Tramme]l and Vardaman. Repub- 
licans—Borah, Brady, Gronna, John- 
son of Californ’a, Jones of Washing- 
ton, Kenyon, La Follette, McNary, 
Norris, Poindexter and Townsend. 

During the debate yesterday Sen- 
ator Stone, a Finance Committee 
member, said he was surprised at the

They bé@lieved that in the use 
of poison gas, which was prepared 
before the outbreak of the war, they 
had a prize that would absolutely 
demoralize their enemy. They haa 
thetr flame-throwers and the heavy 
artillery and howitzers which re- 
duced the redoutable forts of Liege 
and Namur to fragments within a 
few hours and which made the 
holding of any fortresses impossible. 
On their side, by the imposition of 
a heavy tax called the “wehr- 
beitrag,’’ or supplementary defense 
tax, they had, in 1913, increased their 
army by a number of army corps. 
On ‘the other hand, the law for three- 
year military service voted in France 
had not yet gone into effect, nor had 
the law for universal military sery- 
ice voted by the Belgian Chambers. 
Undoubtedly the Germans based 
great hopes upon the Bagdad rail- 
way. which was to carry their influ- 
ence to the East, and even threatened 
the rule of England in Egypt and In- 
dia. Undoubtedly there was talk, 
too, of a Slav railroad to run from 
the Danube to the Adriatic, which 
would cut off Germany from access 
to the Southern Sea. Francis De- 
loisi, the Frenchman, in his book pub- 
lished before the great war, called 
“De la Guerre des Balkans a la 
Guerre Europeenne,”’ says: “In a 
word, the present war (Balkan) is 
the work of Russia, and the Danube- 
Asiatic Railway is a Russian project. 
If it succeeds, a continuous barrier of 
Slav peoples will bar the way to the 
Mediterranean, the path of Austro- 
German expansion from the Black 
Sea to the Adriatic. But here again 
the Romanoffs confront the Haps- 
burgs, the Austro-Servian conflict be- 
comes the Austro-Russian conflict, 
two great groups are formed, and 
the Balkan conflict becomes the Eu- 
ropean conflict.” 

Germany Belicved the French De- 

gencrate, 

Another reason for an immediate 
war was the loan by France to Rus- 
sia, made on condition that addition- 
al strategic rallways were to be con- 
structed by the Russians in Poland. 
Although this mopey had been re- 
ceived the railways had not been 
constructed at the time of the open- 
ing of the great war. Speaking of 
this situation, the Russian General, 
Kuropatkin, in his report for the yea 
1900, sald: ‘‘“\We must cherish no illu- 
sions as to the possibility of an easy 
victory over the Austrian army,” and 
he then went on to Say that “Aus- 
tria had eight railways to transport 
troops to the Kussian frontier, while 
Russia had only four, and while Ger- 
many had 17 such railways running 
to the German-Russian frontier the 
Russians had cnly five."”” Kuropatkin 
further said that “the differences are 
too enormous and leave’ our neigh- 
bors a superiority which cannot be 
avercome by .the numbers of our 
troops, nor their courage.” 
Comparing the two armiés, Kuro- 
patkin said: “The invasion of Rus- 
sia by German troops is more prob- 
able than the invasion of Germany 
by Russian troops;” further, that 
“our western frontier, in the event

danger as it never has known in all 
the history of Russia.”’ 

Agitation by workmen in Russia 
was believed in Germany to be the 
beginning of a revolution. 

Illuminating figures may be seen 
in the gold purchase of the German 
Imperial Bank: In 1911. 174,000,000 
marks; in 1912, 173,000,000 marks, 
but in 1913, 317,000,000 marks. 

There was a belief in Germany 
that the French nation was degener- 
ate and corrupt and unprepared for 


war. This belief became conviction 
when, in the debates of the French 
Senate, Senator Humbert, early in 
1914, publicly exposed what he 


claimed to be the weakness and un- 

preparedness of France.

10 BE NEXT STEP 


Harry A. Garfield, New Admin- 
istrator, to Take Charge of 
Work Soon. 


ANTHRACITE LIMIT MADE 


Cost at the Mines and Profits 
Jobbers May Make Laid Down 
by“President. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24:—Com- 
pletion of the adimnistration’s pro- 
gram for Federal control of the coal 
industry was in sight today when 
officials turned their attention to the 
fixing of retail prices and the regu- 
lation of distribution. Dr. Harry 
Garfield, president of Williams C&- 
lege, appointed to head the _ coal 
administration, will take charge of 
the work as soon as he finishes his 
duties with the committee fixing 
prices on wheat. 

The President’s action in estab- 
lishing prices on anthracite for oper- 
ators and jobbers and limiting prof-: 
its to be made by bituminous whole- 
salers, is considered the most impor- 
tant step yet taken-toward bringing 
the business under Government su- 
pervision. The new anthracite prices, 
effective Sept. 1, vary slightly from 
the rates now charged at the mines, 
under a voluntary agreement made 
with the Federal Trade Commission 
by operators. Retail costs probably 
will drop as a result of the drastic 
restrictions placed on jobbers’ prof- 
its. | 
Scale for Railroad-Owned Mines. 

The anthracite scale for railroad- 
owned mines, which include practi- 
cally all the big producers, follows: 
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UOTE 6 SECM so oad Hk i eh wwe od 5.30 
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Other producers may charge an 
advance of 75 cents a ton of 2240 
pounds over thé figures set for the 
railroad-owned mines. ‘those who 
incur the expense of rescreening it 
at Atlantic or lake ports may add 
an additional 5 cents a ton. 

Anthracite jobbers delivering coal 
at Buffalo and points east of that 
city will be allowed a max muri 
profit of 20 cents a ton of 2240 
pounds and thosé delivering it west 
of Buffalo may charge an excess of 
30 cents. The combined gross prof- 
its of any number of jobbers han- 
dling a shipment must nor cxceed 
the limit. of profit set for a single 
jobber, except that a screening 
charge of 5 cents may be made on 
water shipments at Atlantic or take 
ports. 


Jobbers’ Profits 15 Cents. 

Bituminous profits for joblers 
are fixed at 15 cents a ton of 2000 
pounds and the sanie_ restrictions 
that govern dealings by a number of 
anthracite jobbers apply to bitumi- 
nous transactions. 

The President’s order’ frorb ds: 
railroad-owned mines from selling 
to other mines and prohibits de. 
ers from selling coal produced by 
railroad-owned mines on a besis of 
prices fixed for other mines. 

The bituminous jobbers’ prices 
become effective immediately, as do 
bituminous mine prices. 


Dr. Garfield announced he would 
institute a licensing system for all 
coal dealings from the mine to the 
retailer and that if prices were fixed 
for retailers, the licensing would pe 
extended to cover retail dealings.— 

Under the law giving the President 
control of fuel, the Government can 
take over and operate any mines 
failing to observe regulations pre 
scribed. A corporation similar. to 
the wheat corporation of th2 food 
administration was suggested asa 
possibility to prepare the Govern- 
ment to handle the situation, if the 
price-fixing plan does not work out 
satisfactorily. 

There tas been virtually no com- 
plaint of anthracite prices charged 
at the mines since the’ producers and 
the trade commission agreed some 
months ago, but there has been ro 
law under which jobbers and retail- 
ers could be curbed. In fixing an- 
thracite prices, however, it was 
deemed essential that prices be fixed 
at the mines, as well as elsewhere. 

The biggest problem ahead of the 
coal administration f= the Inbor sit- 
uation. General reduction of prices 
in bituminous fields probably means 
labor will be disappointed in many 
requests for wage increases. 

If there are strikes and production 
is reduced the Government can op- 
erate the mines, but it has no power 
io compel men to work. . Officials of 
the Government and labor repre. 
sentatives are negotiating over this 
probtiem. ‘Some operators have de- 
elared it will be impossible to grant 
wage increases under the new scale 
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of prices and throughout the Mid- 
die West and in other parts of the | 
country general coal mine strikes are 
pending.

DEALERS SAY U.S. 
RULING WILL CUT 
HARD COAL SUPPLY 


Local Men Think Price Limit 
Will Cause Tendency to Sell 
Nearer Mines. 


SUPPLY ALREADY SCARCE 


E. J. Wallace of St. Louis Coal 
Club Thinks West End Homes 
Will Get Little. 


A further shortage in St. Louis 
of anthracite cbdal as a result of the 
Government regulation of the price 
was predicted today by St. Louis 
coal dealers. E. J. Wallace, secre- 
tary of the St. Louis Coal Club and 
manager of the Stephan Coal Co., de- 
clared to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he believed that in a short time 
there would not be any hard coal in 
St. Louis and that “the fine homes in 
the West Erd would be belching scot 
and smoke.” 

He based thie opinion on the fact 
that a 30-cent profit is all that is 
nllowed between the mine and the 
dealer, no matter how many jobbers 
handle it. This would mean, he said, 
that the 30 cents would have to be 
divided between the Buffalo and St. 
Louis jobbers. On the other hand. 
the Buffalo jobhers could get a 2t- 
eent profit by selli to points east 
of there, and naturally would prefer 
such sales. 

Doubts If Retail Price Will Drop. 

Edward Devoy, a wholesale and 
retail dealer, said he thought St 
Louis woul continue to get anthre- 
cite coal, although probably-in les- 
ser quantity. There is a great scar- 
city of this - oal all over the countr;’, 
he shid. He «oes not expect a reduc- 
tion of the 'ocal retail price as a re- 
sult of the Government regulation. 
that the average 
price prescribed for the various 
grades of haid coal at the mines is 
about $4.45. The freight is $4.25 a 
ton and the handling and yard cost 
is figured at $1.50 a ton. This total 
$10.20. Hard coal has been retailing 
here at about’$10.75. 

There is uncertainty among loca! 
dealers as to the retail price of soft 
coal under the Government regula- 
tions. Most dealers today are put- 
ting off for a few days those who 
asked for quotations on coal to be 
delivered. 

The question of profits vitally 
concerns some of those who have 
laid in a large supply of coal at the 
old price, in advance of the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation. In some cases 
hundreds of tons were bought at 
$3.50 a ton at the mines, where the 
price is now $2.20. How to dispose 
of this coal without a heavy loss is 
puzzling some dealers. They real- 
ize that the new mine prices are 
going to be the basis of all delivery 
prices from .now on and that they 
stand to lese on their stocks bought 
at the old price. 

Example of Carterville Coal. 

The opinion prevails among them 
that all mine operators must‘ con- 
#¥m from now on to the prescribed 
prices. On this basis the high grade, 
or Carterville coal, would be. recuced 
about $1.25 a ton to the consumer. 
This coal has been selling at $6. It 
was bringing $3.50 at the mine. Its 
new retail price will be calculated as 


follows: At the mine, $2.20: freight 
8714 cents; hauling, yard cost and 
profit, $1.50, making a total of 


$4.57%, to which a jobber’s profit of 
15 cents may be added, or a grand 
total of $4.72 %. J 

The: only difference in this price 
and that of the lower grades, Mt. 
Olive and Standard coal, is that the 
freight on the lower grades is 15 
cents less, having a shorter haul. 
The Government regulation makes 
no differentation in the mine price. 
On this basis there is not likely to 
be any reduction in the price of 
these grades, for they have been sell- 
ing at $4.25 and $4.50 delivered. 

Dealers asserted that it would be 
difficult tao supply the demand for 
coal this winter. Many users, they 
said, have delayed buying in the hope 
of getting lower prices, and as a re- 
sult there will be a congestion of or- 
ders when cold weather comes. Fur- 
thermore, they said, the scarcity of 
transportation facilities and labor 
will add to the difficulty.

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JAPANESE MISSION PREPARES 
TO BEGIN WAR CONFERENCES 


Members Making Final Round of 
Calls In Washington; Ambassador 
White House Guest Last Night 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Japan’'s 
mission to the United States is to- 
cay completing its round of formal 
calls, which will be followed by con- 
ferences on war problems. with 
American officials. Viscount Ishii, 
special Ambassador and head of the 
mission, will visit Senator Saulsbury, 
president pro tempore of the Senate, 
and Speaker Clark. Tonight there 
will be dinners by the Secretaries of 
State, War and Navy for Viscount 
Ishii, Gen. Sugano and Vice Admiral 
Takeshita, respectively. Last night 
President Wilson entertained the en- 
tire personnel of the mission at din- 
rer at the White House. 

In presenting his credentials to 
President Wilson yesterday and with 
them an autograph letter from his 
Eimperor congratulating the Presi- 
dent and the people of the United 
States on their decision to enter the 
war against Germany, the Ambassa- 
dor told the President it was a source 
of pride to every Japanese that the 
United States now was fighting with 
Japan for a safe and enduring peace 
based on “respect for the smallest 
and weakest of states; on contempt 
for the arrogance of materialistic 
force; on reverence for the pledgcod 
word,” 

The President said in reply: 

“The present struggle is especial- 
ly characterized by the development 
of the spirit of co-operation through- 
out the greater part of the world for 
the maintenance of the rights of na- 
tions and the liberties of individuais. 
I assure your excelleney that stand- 
ing, as our countries now do, asso- 
ciated in this great struggle for che 
vindication of justice, there will bp: 
ceveloped those closer ties of fel- 
lowship which must come from the 
mutual sacrifice of life and property. 
May the efforts now being exerted 
by an indignant humanity lead, at 
the proper time, to the complete es- 
tablishment of justice and to a peace 
which will be both permanent and 
serene.”’

$2,112,283 SUPPLIES BOUGHT 
BY CITY DURING LAST YEAR 


Matcrials Purchased Cost $289,108 
More Than in 1915-1916 An- 
nual Report Shows. 

Supplies of food, materials and 
equipment of all kinds purchased by 
the city during the year ending April 
10, last, cost $2,112,283.26, an in- 
crease of $289,108.58, compared with 
1915-16. 

The increase was due not only to 
the larger quantity purchased, but 
also to higher prices for nearly 
everything the city needed.

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ALLIS GIVES 


Purported Verbatim Account of 
‘ Recent Speech Is Received by 
British Admiralty. 


LONDON, Aug. 24.—What is pur- 
ported to be a verbatim report of the 
speech of the Imperial German 
Chancellor, Dr. Michaelis, received 
by the British Admiralty through 
Reuter’s Hague correspondent, in 
part follows: 

“As regards our enemies, their 
mumber has increased since the ad- 
journment of the Reichstag by three, 
namely, Siam, Liberia and China. 


These countries have no convincing 
reason for enmity against us. They 
acted solely under pressure of the 
entente and the United States, the 
latter having great influence over 
Liberia and China. We have made 
it clear to these countries that we 
shall bring them to account for the 
damage done under international 
law to German interests.” 

After referring to the solidity of 
Germany and her allies the Chan- 
cellor read a telegram from Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg declaring 
that the military situation was more 
favorable for Germany than ever. 

“Our success on iand correspon 's 
with.our success .on the sea,” the 
Chancellor said. “In the month of 
July,.according to latest reports re- 
cefved, 811,000 tons of shipping were 
gunk. When we take into considera- 
tion our results on «he one hand and 
the failure of our enemies on the 
other, it appears to be incomprehen- 
sijle that our enemies show n.» dis- 
position to prepare the way for con- 
sideration for terms of peace, not to 
mention peace which includes renun- 
elation. . 

.Reviews Alleged Allied Plan. 

“I was able recently to show, by 
information regarding a Franco-Rus- 
sian secret treaty, what far-reaching 
war aims France had and how En- 
gland supported French desires for 
Gérman land. Only recently a mem- 
ber. of the British Cabinet declared 

, that there would be no peace until 
-the German armies had been thrown 
across the Rhine. I now am able to 
show that further arrangements werc 
made by the enemy regarding their 
war aims, some of thei details of 
which were already made known to 
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the committee on an earher occasion. 


{ proceed in chronological order: 


“On Sept. 7, 1914, the enemy coali- 
tion decided only to edie sets 
peace. On March 4, 1915, Russia 
made the following peace demands, 
of which England approved by note 
on March 12 and France by note of 
the same date, namely: Russia to 
receive ConStantinople with the Eu- 
ropean shore of the straits; the 
southern part of Thrace as far as 
the Enos-Midia line; the islands in 
the Sea of Marmora, the islands of 
Imbros and Tenedos, and on the Asia 
Minor side the peninsula between 
the Black Sea, the Bosphorous and 
the Gulf of Ismaila (Ismid) as far 
as the River Sakarieh in the East. 
This basis was laid down and the 
negotiations continued their course 
in 1915-16. In the course of them 
Russia obtained the promise of the 
Armenian vilayets of Trebizond and 
Kurdislan and Messina and the Hin- 
terland extending northward as far 
as Sivas and Kharput. 

Views on England’s Share. 

“England’s share was to be Meso - 
potamia and the rest of Turkey in 
Asia was to be divided into English 
and French spheres of interest. Pal- 
estine was to be internationalized, 
and the other districts inhabited by 
the Turks and Arabs, including Ara- 
bia proper, with the holy places of 
Islam, were to be formed into a spe- 
cial federation of states under Brit- 
ish suzerainty. 

When Italy entered the war she 
demanded her share of the booty. 
Fresh negotiations were opened, 
which in no wise pointed at renun- 
ciations. I think we shall have fur- 
ther details about them, which will 
be published later: w 

“With such far-reaching enemy 
war aims, it may be understood wh; 
Mr. Balfour lately stated that he did 
rot consider it advisable to make a4 
detailed statement on the war pol- 
icy of the Government. Those are 
the bottom facts as they appear to 
us at the present moment when we 
envisage the possibility of conclud- 
ing peace.”

FLURRY OVER THE 
CHANCELLOR’S PEACE ATTITUDE 


Michaelis Hastens to Correct Impression He Is 
Circumscribing Indorsement of Body’s 
Recent Resolution. 


BERLIN, via London, Thursday, 
Aug 23.—Berlin w surprised to 
learn on 'awakenipg \this morning 


that the Reichstag building yester- 
day afternoon had been the scene of 


a political flurry which assumed va- 
rying proportions as seen through 
partisan editorial eye glasses. 

The incident which brought about 


the temporary disagreement be- 
tween the majority coalition and the 
Chancellor was the Chancellor’s 
somewhat indefigite phrasing of his, 
attitude toward the Reichstag peace 
proposal. The impression created 
was that Dr. Michaelis was circum- 
scribing his indorsement of that ac- 
tion. 

During Wednesday’s intermission 
for luncheon the majority parties 
drew up a statement to the effect 
that there could be no doubt respect- 
ing the Chancellor’s acquiescence in 
the coalition peace views. The pres- 
entation of this declaration at the 
afternoon session drew forth a sec- 
ond statement from the Chancellor, 
in which he definitely corrected any 
false impression that might have 
been created by his utterances at 
the morning session. Under stress 
or this tension the Main Commft- 
tee adjourned its sitting. The Chan- 
cellor received,the party leaders late 
Wednesday night for the purpose of 
holding a confidential conference. 

The unexpected episode, which be- 
came known despite the alleged con- 
fidential nature of the Main Com- 
mittee deliberations, has given a sec- 
tion of the press occasion to dilate 
upoh the incident in columns of plain 
spoken comment in which the-Chan- 
cellor fares rather badly. 

When the committee resumed its 
session this morning a number of the 
Progressive People’s party, speaking 
for the majority coalition, explained 
that the Chancellor’s supplementary 
statement had cleared up the misun- 
derstanding and that the joint dec- 
ration of the majority parties 
would have been modified or entire- 
ly dispensed with if the correcting 
explanation offered by Dr. Mich- 
aelis could have been anticipated. ~ 


Absolute Bureaucratic System Should 
End, Says Editor Wolff. 

AMSTERDAM,. Aug. 24.—Theodor 
Wolff, editor-in-chief of the Berlin 
Tageblatt, in discussing the incident 
which brought about a temporary 
disagreement between the majority 
coalition and the Chancellor, say:: 

“It is no longer possible that a na- 
lion of 70,000,000, who have to pay 
for their every fault with blood and 
gold should be given a governmen' 
without its representatives being con- 
sulted. The Reichstag’s duty is to 
end this most absolute bureaucratic 
system.” 


Asserted He Must Have Free Hand 
for Peace Moves. 
COPENHAGEN, Aug. 24.—Dr. 
Michaelis, German Chancellor, at a 
meeting Wednesday of the Reich- 
stag main sommittee gave a further 
explanation of his attitude on peace 


terms and the Reichstag’s peace 
resolution. The explanation was 
evoked by criticism from various 


sides of the committee on the lack 
of clarity of the Chancellor’s refer- 
ences to peace in his maiden speech 
in the Reichstag.

Siberian Prison, Has Joined

PETROGRAD, Aug. 5 (by mail). 
—Marya Spiridonovo, famous from 
the revolution of 1905, has joined 
the ranks of women champions of 
“war till victory.’’ Mlle. Spiridonovo 
a 19-year-old student at a secondary 
school, was so horrified by the flog- 
ging of Tamboff peasants by Assist- 
ant Gov. Luzhenowsky, that she shot 
the oppressor dead. She was arrest- 
ed, dragged from place to place ina 
cattle.truck, and tortured. The gen- 
darme officer who acted as jailer 
stripped her and held burning 
matches against her skin. Her case 
provoked international protest. 

Mile. Spiridonovo has _ been in 
“katorga,’’ the most terrible form of 
renal prison, and spent three years 
in chains. After her release by the 
revolution, she lay ill in Tchita, East 
Siberia, the inhabitants of which in- 
vited her to become a candidate for 
election as Mayor. On her way home 
to Europe, thousands of Siberians 
met and acclaimed her at the rail- 
road station; and* she replied by 
begging the men to fight for lib- 
erty, and begging the women to in- 
cite their husbands to battle. 

Speaking at Omsk, she told desert- 
er soldfers America’s entry into the 
war should make them blush with 
shame, as American liberationist 
sentiment had been a powerful fac- 
tor in her favor.

| ter Than for Month. 


NEW $100,000,000 LOAN 


Additional Credit Extended by 
United States for Supplies 
Which Are Badly Needed. 


_ WASHINGTON, Ais. 24; ue Ane 
other credit of $100,000,000 to Rus- 
sia was made today by the American 
Government. 

This brings the total of credits ex- 
tended so tar to the Russian Govern- 
ment to $275,000,000. Some of the 
money probably will be used to pur- 
chase railway supplies and equip- 
ment in this country. 

Approximately 2500 locomotives, 

tens of thousands of freight cars and 
many thousands tons of steel rails 
and other railway equipment are 
needed at chee. 
Complete confidence in the new 
today by the State Department. Sec- 
retary Lansring denied that news 
from -Russia had caused this Gov- 
ernment to take a pessimistic view of 
the situation. 
“I regard tne Government of Rus- 
sia as stronger today than it has 
been for a month,” he said. ‘I mean 
in general,” he added, “both from 
political and military points of view. 
This opinion is based upon reports 
more or less confidential than we 
have been getting.” 

Reports Still Are Withheld. 
Secretary Lansing, however, did 
not alter his decision not to make 
public any of the recent reports 
from Russia. The position taken i: 
the news received from there is of .. 
nature that should be given out by 
the provisional Government. Re- 
ports from certain officials, regarded 
as disquieting, have been receive 
within the last week, but Secretary 
Lansing’s flat expression of confi- 
dence is the first official intimation 
that the opinion wag not general. 
Secretary Lansing pointed out tha: 
the recommendations of the Root 
comission are being carried out. The 
exact character of the recommenda- 
tions, or the aid being éxtended waa 
not stated, but it was indicated thar 
further financial assistance would be 
extended and that prompt measures 
would be taken to relieve the rail- 
road situation by forwarding ro!liug 
stock and railway material. 
Regarding the military situation 
Secretary Lansing professed less 
concern than has been displayed by 
many observers. He explained thaf 
the@hreatened loss of Riga had not 
been confirme’ and pointed out that 
the place had been evacuated five 
times during the war without once 
having been taken by the Germans 
Change of Capital Long Contem.- 

plated. 
Rumors of changing the capital 
from Petrograd to Moscow appearei 
not to have alarmed this Governr- 
ment. Secretary Lansing pointed ou: 
that such a move has been contem- 
plated for years. Major-Genera! 
Scott, chief of staff, who was a 
member of the Root commission 
said that the capture of Petrograd 
would only be slight strategical loss 
to the Russians. 7 : 
Much of the salvation of the 
new democracy rests, it is believed 
here. in the action to be taken by 
the great national? council to be held 
to Moscow, beginning Sunday. 
The conservatfve elements of the 
nation are expected to attempt to 
force the Provisional Government to 
throw off the Socialistic domination 
of the Soldiers’ and Workmen’s 
Council.

The Govern- 
ment of the United States does not seem 
greatly concerned about Germany’s under- 
sea war starving England and France, else 
She would not be sending an army of her 
own to these shores at this time..

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TRADE EMBASSY TO MEXICO. 

The St. Louis Chamber of Commerce plans to 
send 100 of its members on a tour of Mexico in 
November. In the cultivation of good relations 
with St. Louis trade territory, the organization 
has never formed any plan more ambitious or 
having greater possibilities of gratifying returns. 
The old channels through which Mexico was 
supplied from abroad have been broken up and 
destroyed by her own war and the greater war 
that followed. New sources of supply are essen- 
tial. Once established they will have a prospect of 
permanency. 

The many years of disorder have caused a vast 
accumulation of needs of every sort.

' of $100,000,000 or more to be arranged for her in 
the United States ‘will facilitate the problem of 
meeting them. The trade embassy from St. Louis 
will arrive in the country at a most opportune 
moment. 
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THAT AUTO TAG CONTRACT. 


Secretary of State John L. Sullivan seems to 
have a good deal of explaining to do in the mat- 
ter of the contract he let for 1918 automobile 
tags. Details printed are too strongly reminiscent 
of the Major administration to be read without 
uneasiness. 

It is expected that 300,000 tags will be needed 
under the new automobile license law. It is 
charged that without bona fide competition, at 
least without notice to persons desirous of sub- 
mitting a bid, a contract was let requiring the 
State to pay 15 cents for each tag. At least one 
firm had offered to supply a large number of the 
tags at 8 cents, with a maximum of 10 cents for 
the remainder. The firm to which Mr. Sullivan 
gave the contract seems to have been called into 
existence for no other purpose than to receive it. 

The annual tax on a great number of cottages 
and small farms will be required to make up the 
$19,000 which, it is computed, the State will spend 
unnecessarily under this disadvantageous con- 
tract. The State fiscal condition is far too crit- 
ical to permit of any such scandalous waste. 

The Tax’Commission, which is given authority 
over certain expenditures as well as over revenues, 
has a duty to perform in the matter. Gov. Gard- 
ner should be vitally interested in seeing that 
one theory gains no prevalence under his admin- 
istration. This is the theory that public office is 
a private snap for incumbents and their friends.

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Is THE HELICOPTER HERE? 


The news that an airplane has been perfected 
that can hover over one spot, if true, is the most 
interesting. in the field of aviation since the 
Wrights first demonstrated human flight at Kit- 
tyhawk. 

Ever since flying has been shown to be feasible, 
inventors have sought to make machines that 
could hover, as the insect or the skylark hovers 
over the same spot, high in the air, to take ob- 
servations, photographs, or, in war. drop bombs. 
The recent looping the loop 22 times in succes- 
sion proved that even an ordinary airplane can 
be made to take any position in the air, including 
the position of the so-called helicopter, which is 
a flying machine that is lifted straight up by the 
power of its propeller. In looping ihe loop, how- 
ever, the machine is on the descent. What is 
wanted is an arrangement whereby the propeller, 
acting as a lifter, will hold the machine and its 
passenger, including every thing to be carried, 
by its swift and powerful revolutions. This, of 
course, is a tremendous strain on the machinery. 
The whole weight hangs from the propeller shaft. 
The planes have no hold on the air. 

Whether this dream of the inventors or any 
other method of actual hovering has been re- 
alized, the hovering airplane would revolutionize 
present war methods. Fileéts of such airplanes 
could make trenches and dugouts untenable. Hel- 
goland and other “impregnable” fortifications 
could be bombed out of existence. Al! sorts of 
startling things might be looked for,

The U. 8. Department of Agricul 
ture advises you to do it this way: 


ASH your jars; wash rubbers; test 
rubbers for quality. 
Het empty jars and rubbers tm pan 
of water to heat and keep hot. 


Fill wash boiler to cover jars two inches 
with water. 


Heat water in wash boiler. 
SE only fresh, sound vegeta- 
U bles. Wash vour vegetables. 

Place in a colander; blanch 
by setting in a vessel of boiling 
water or steam, covered tight, for 
from 6 to 10 minutes for beans, 11% 
minutes for tomatoes, 5 minutes for 
sweet corn and beets. 

Remove and. plunge quickly into 
cold, clean. water momentarily. Re- 
move and pack immediately into hot 
jars. Add hot water and seasoning. 
Place rubbers and tops of jars in 
position, not tight. Place jars on 
false bottom of wash boiler. Sub- 
merge jars 2 inches. Put cover on 
wash boiler and let the water boil 
hard for 120 minutes for beans, 22 
minutes for tomatoes, 180 minutes 
for sweet corn and 90 minutes for 
beets. Start counting when water 
begins to boil. 


EMOVE jars. Tighten covers. 
R Invert to cool and examine 
for leaks. If leaks are found 
change rubbers and boil again for 
10 minutes. Wrap jars in paper. 
Store in cool, dry place. 


“Khaki” Uniforms First Used 
in 1848. 


HAT is the origin of khaki? 
To whom are we indebted 
for it? 

It was first adopted in British 
India in 1848, by Sir Harry Burnett 
Lumsden, who kad been asked to 
equip a corps of guides to collect in- 
telligence and to conduct an English 
force on the northwestern frontier 
of India. he cloth used was a light 
cotton drill, as suited the climate of 
Hindoostan, and took its name from 
a native term, “khaki,’”’ which means 
in the Urdu language, ‘“dusty,’’ be- 
ing derived from ‘“‘khak”’ or dust, 
says Popular Science Monthly. Thus 
the term applied to the color of the 
cloth rather than to the material. 
Though the dictionary tells us it is 
pronounced kaykee by the natives, 
the English have giveh it to us as 
kharkee, and this is the correct pro- 
nounciation. 

Having been approved, the use of 
the cloth spread from the guides to 
others in the Indian army, and :t 
was worn in the Sepcy Mutiny cf 
1847 by the English troops. In the 
Boer War, 1899 1902, khaki was 
adopted in the British service for an 
active service uniform, and so worn 
by all English and Colonial troops in 
Africa. But as cotton was not warm 
enougpb for tho African highlanders. 
uniforms of ths same kind were 
made of serge, and the term khaki 
thus included woolen as well as cot- 
ton fabrics. Because it was well 
fitted for the climate of Cuba anv 
the Philippines, the United States 
chose khaki for the soldiers’ uni- 
forms during the Spanish-American 
War.

NEW YORK, Aug. 24.—The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted finan- 
cial review today, says: 
“The general recovery in prices on 
the Stock Exchange today was the 
outcome of the more cheerful view 
which Wall street promptly adopted 
on reading the prices which the Pres- 
ident had named for the output of 
the anthracite mines. Later, Secre- 
tary Lansing’s hopeful | statement 
about Russian affairs increased the 
confidence of the market, and went 
far toward dissipating the alarm 
which had been felt. over the hints 
that there was sométhing far more 
seriously wrong than the Petrograd 
and Washington correspondents had 
been allowed to print.. Our Govern- 
ment emphasized its faith in Russia 
by a further advance of $100,000,000 
to that country, bringing the total 
up to $275,000,000. 
Prices which the president estab- 
lished for anthracite revealed no 
such drastic cut in the prevailing 
level of quotations as had marked 
the regulation of’ the bituminous 
coal industry. In fact, the price fixed 
for one or two grades of anthracito 
was higher than the figures which 
the producers themselves have quot- 
ied. 

It is obviously impossiblé to fore- 
cast, from the action taken with re- 
gard to coal, what will be done with 
steel, copper, cil and other commodi.- 
ties. What -loes seem apparent, from 
the way the price of anthracite and 
bituminous coal has been adjusted, 
is that each case will stand on its 
merits, as the Federal investigators 
tmay determine. 

Where existing prices are far out 
of line with the results arrived at in 
‘Washington, the readjustment may 
‘be severe; vut in the case of anthra- 
cite, the tra ls had already apparent- 
ly aligned itself with the ideas of the 
Government cfficials. 

Today's exports of gold included 
$300,000 to Chile and $1,560,000 to 
Japan. Thus far the combined out- 
ward movement in July and August 
has been about $61,000,000, follow- 
ing the shipment of $67,000,000 in 
June—the largest monthly total m 
our history. The question of re- 
stricting this outflow in some man- 
ner may become as pressing as the 
regulsetion of exchange rates, yet any 
obstacles placed in the way of gold 
shipments will tend to increase the 
difficulties of bringing the neutral ex- 
changes back toward normal. 

Russian Exchange Sinks. 

A further movement in favor of 
New York exchange rates on Rome 
and sales of Petrograd cable trans- 
fers at approximately ‘the lowest 
price touched during the war were 
the most significant developments of 
the day in the foreign exchange mar- 
kets. The rates on neutral Euro- 
pean centers were little altered. How 
to deal with these latter exchanges, 
and, if possible, to reduce the ex- 
horbitant premium which at present 
exists in New York, promises to be- 
come one of the most striking eco- 
nomic and financial problems - the 
coming months.
